I bad a type-L, 12-oylinder engine and a speed of 100 kilomoters per 


hour. If the diesel engines were considered of good quality, they were sent 
to some unidentified plant in the Urals (exact location imlmown). 

The plant, which employed more than 5*000 people, 80 percent of whom were 
skilled workers, operated on a three-shift, eight-hour schedule six days a 
week; office personnel, however, worked on one shift only. Office personnel 
were given three weeks annual leave and other employees, two weeks. The average 
monthly salary was between 900 and 1,000 rubles, althou^ some of the skilled 
workers received more and some of the unskilled were paid as little as 500 rubles 
a month. No prison labor was employed. 

Security 

Plant employees served as guards* three or four imaxmed guards were stationed 
at each gate and circumspect vigilance was maintained within the plant itself. 

A propxisk was needed to enter the plant but the guards were rather lax and an 
employee who reported for duty without his pass was allowed to enter if the 
£pard recognized him. Visitors were interviewed in the personnel office 25X1 
(No. 18 on Sketch No. 1) which telephoned the office or shop ooncemed and ocv-i 
thereafter issued the necessa ry pass.
